WAR IN THE EAST. 

The Servian forces are slowly advancing; 
Greece is arming, Bulgaria is resting on her 
arms, and Tuikey is awaiting the action of 
the powers. The prospect of war daily in- 
creases, and nothing but concert of action on 
the part of the powers can prevent a general 
ecram bie for the remnant of Earope remain- 
ing in the hends of the sulten. 

Bankrupt disorgenized Turkey might be 
able io whip sirgle-handed Bulgaria, Servia 
ard Greece intosubmission; but the strug- 
gie would be bloody snd protracted. For 
the two sides would not be very unevenly 
matched. Turkey cannot place over 300,000 
men inthe field. Servia bas a nominal force 
of 210,000, composed of three classes. She 
can certainly put 100,000 men in the -field. 
Bu!garia can send nearly a8 many more, and 
in Greece 150 000 men are said to beavailable 
in care Of an invasion or popular movement, 
Turkey’s fleet would be a terrorin Greece 
and along the Bu)garian coast, but on land 
tte Turk would not bayea promenade by 
any means. . 

But the claims’ of Seryia and Bulgaria 
clash. Servia wents that fportion of Bal- 
garia lying south of her own territory—the 
part that was included in the old Seryia of 
centuries sgo. Itis reported that Bulgaria 
is willing to yield to Servia the Widin dis- 
trict and consent to an edjustment of front- 
ier, ifthereby war between the two can be 
averted. Such a settlementis probable, and 
then Bulgaria, Servia and Greece, would be 
ready toface Turkey. While the Servians 
march to Sofia, the Greaks would cross the 
frontier into Eperus, and trouble would 
come egain in cead earnest. 

But what are the powers going todo? Or, 
rather, what arethe programmes respect 
fully of Austria and Russia? This is the 
real question, These two Sclavic nations are 
rivals in European Turkey. Austrian diplo- 
macy isuppermost, it is said, in Servia and 
Roumaeniae, sud the power of largest infiu- 
ence in Bulgaria is unknown. But what 
does Austria resiiy want? Itis still more 
difficult toascertain what Russian diplomacy 
issiming at. The situation is madeup of 
ac verse interests, conflicting claimsand con- 
fusing diplomecy. It needs time in which 
to develop itself,

From the strcets—the plural is correct—of Jas- 
per, Pickeus county, a variety of beautiful and 
im pressive ecenery stretches out or risesup be- 
fore the eye. Jasper itse!f is set upon a hill, with 
wide, uneven valleys watered by branches of the 
Etowah on either side; and beyond, towards the 
east, isa great mountain wall, locally known a9 
Long Swamp range. It isa spur of the Biue Ridge, 


| and Grassy Knob, oneol its protuberances, stinds 


over two thousand feet higher than the top of 
the clock toweron our capitol; thereat of the 
rapge is only lesselevated; and asa bird flies it 
lies about five miles distant from Jasper bill, with 
no intervening object to mar the view, The 
grandeur and rare beauty of the mighty wooded 
hills in a perfect Indian summer air is Jasper’s 
present glory. Toward the west detached peaks 
loom up, but distance robs them of the tints of 
autumn, and to the people of Jasper they are sia- 
ply great blue silent outposts. 


In a spot so favored man should be happy,pros- 
perousand virtuous. Buthe is not. Tae iruth 


is, he rarely is; and the men of Pickens are not, 


exceptional. £tandingin the warm, hszy air of 
the delightful dey, we ruggested toa leading citi- 
zen the delights oflife in the country, and he 
proceeded at once to enlighten us aad to rob us 
of thesentiment we had accumulated. ‘Before 
the war,’’ said the sage, ‘‘when there wasno rati- 
road, nothing but men and mountains, the peo~ 
ple in the western part of the county mace. to- 
bacco. Every farm had itsown drying houseada 
the sweet, pure tebacco of the mountain slopes 
found riady sale. In this, the eastern partof the 
oonnty, we raised corn avd we fed the cora to 
many hogs. Nota baleof cotton did wegrow iu 
the entire eounty up to the close of the war, Now 
the weat makes hundreds, if not thousands, of 
baler, and our corn ig tarned 
into whisky, and our people are 
in continuous conflict with the goverument; and 
tedsy there is less contentment, less happiness, 
less wealthin thecounty than there was thirty 
years ago,”’ 

Under the shadows ofthe unncomplaining woun- 
tains King Cotton had taken a partner, and the 
twain were getting in their work. Biockade whis- 
ky and a)l-cotton! 

“But do you rcally mean to say there are iilicit 
stills in the neighborhood?” 

“Well, sir, I don’t reckon you’d haye to go so 
mighty fur to find one,”’ 

The friend at the editorial elbow refused to be 
more explicit. He could notsay he had ever seen 
illicit smoke rising from the dark recesses of the 
bread tacked hillsin frontoi us. Hecould te.l 
us just how bigh his house stood above tide; ior 
government officials had given him the lengthia 
feetand tenths ofa foot; he knew the heigat of 
every peak; but no geodetic survey had located 
the blockade stills, endsoofi course he could not 
speak oflicially, and it was plain he was not pre- 
pared to furnish on the spot accurate informatioa 
of an unofficial nature, 


But when the calm, majestic beauties of Grassy 
Kncb and Sharp mountain, and the rest of the 
giants of Long Swamprange were presentedas 
home to an ex revenue official: 

*Yes,’’ said he, ‘it is all very fine as you saw it; 
but first and lest in that range fully two hundred 
illicit distilleries have been either capinured or 
destroyed, and there is seaicelya gien of either 
slope of the mountains that has not its own 
siories cf raids and even battles. The adventurees 
of mconsbiners and revenue scouts in that one 
range, peaceful as it locked to you, would make 
avelume that would read like romance fiity 
yeers hence. But that was five years ago, before the 
railroad came, befcrethe beds of marble were un- 
coverec ; bow, very little illicit whisky ismade in 
the Long Swamp mountains, The moonshine folks 
have falicz back to other rangers. But still I 
would advise you to continue the study of the 
mountains from your first outlook... A closez in- 
spection might lead to mere fun, but it might not 
be £0 healthy.”’ 


Corn whisky is not however dear in Pickens. 
A half gallon jug—so those say who have tried 
the experjment—cen be entrusted toone of the 
boys of the neighborhood, snd he will return it 
filled at a cost of thirty cents. As the government 
is entitled to ferty-five cents from that quantity 
of liquor, it is very difficultto make the ruling 
prices of the Pickens market and entireobediencs 
to the laws of the land cousist. There is a dis- 
crepancy and this discrepancy oftentimes in- 
volves rifles and shot guns and clubs, and a con- 
dition of things thst borders on war. 


There is no war however in the valleys that lie 
amorg the mountains. War in Pickens clings to 
the mountain strongholds, where wild turkeys 
abound, and beer and deer are not altogether ua- 
known. Down below all all is siniling and beau~ 
tiiul, end the proud claim is eften heard: ‘‘This 
is the white ma..’s county.” They present the 
Claim in a literal sense, Ex-Guager Tandy Wiil- 
kinteon steyed four months in the western 
part of the county, and in all that time he saw 
only three negroes. In the eastern end there are 
very few, and in Jasper there 
are not enough, said one citizep, to 
do “the washing” All told fhere are less than 
thirty colored voters in the county. Or rather 
there were less than that number; for the marble 
beds have recently attracted from Cobb and other 
counties perhaps as mapy more, 


The marble beds! Long Swamp ljoks down 
upon them, but the mighty hills cannot preserve 
them intact any longer. Capital and enterprise 
and invention have invaded tbe land, and it is 
thought there are people livieg who will witness 
& reconsti uction in old Pickens that will dethrone 
both cotton and whisky, and fill its granaries and 
plant orcbards, and make it the garden spot that 
bature intended it should be What has been 
done in Vermont is possible in Pickens In and 
about REnuiland, Vermont, 6,000 work- 
men are cngaged in the marble 
trade. Why shall there not be 6,000 skilled or 
hardy toilers in Pickens, where the beds are sim- 
ply exbaustiess, the colors of the rock more yva- 
ried, and the conditions of mining less expensive 
and difficult? 


It is not known how many acres,or rather miles, 
of marble there are in the field, because it has not 
been fuily explored, but it is known thatthe sup- 
ply is equal to all demands, present or prospect: 
ive. Witbin a few yards of one another are fouad 
the verious colors known in the marble trade, 
nemely, the pivk, the ember, the white and blue, 
the white, erda blue tipged with white, and 
the variegaicd red, white and blue, 
They are ail there in great thick 
layers without seam or flaw. The pink quarry 
of the Georgia marble company is but ‘‘a step’’ 
from the quarries of blue and gray marbies. The 
quality of even the surface layers is said to be 
acceptable to dealers; and the experts say that 
when the quarry is deeper pure white statuary 
ma) ble will be found in abundance, If this should 
prove to be the case, Pickens county will quite 
overlook the thin stratas of Vermont, and pre- 
pare to do battle with the boulders of lialy in the 
markets of the world. 


‘How differently these Chicago folks go at it,” 
said Colonel Btephen ©. Tate, as we rode down 
the zig-zag road to the quarries. “When I gave 
the first company that came tome a right to get 
marble, they sought for boulders 
on tLe hili-gide; but those 
men rejcci boulders as /u'i of flaws, and therefore 
worthless.

Mr. Alfred Tyler, one of the ‘ere of An- 
niston, says: ‘I am sure it will be a great mis- 
take for Atlantato try prohibition. The city is 
too large to prohibit orig & What should be 
done is to contro] and limit the traffic by bigh 
license: Prohibition has worked very well with 
Anniston, but we realize that as the “ grows, 
we will bave tocome to high license. @ have, 
of course, studied the matter closely and we 
find the best temperance sentiment drifting to 
high license for cities, Prohibition is, of cours, 
the thing for smaller communities.” 


Another Opinion, 


Concerning the construclion of the local option 
bill, Colonel L. W. Thomas, one of Atlanta’s lead- 
ing young lawyers,said: ‘Admitting that there was 
a failure to change section 9 of said bill when it 
was ed for counties only, yet there is nothing 
in said section which conflicts with any part of 
said bill. On the contrary, the bill, taken alto- 
gether, makes complete sepse and there is no 
pecersity tochange the |wordsin the same or to 
give them apy but their common, familiar mean- 
ing to make the whole structurestand. This be- 
ipg true, my opioion is those parts of the county 
which now have prohibition cannot legally vote 
in thiselection. This view is based, in my opin- 
ion, upon the very principles wnich underlie the 
constitutional right of the legislature to interfere

gard to this matter, their power to vote further 
ceases.

From the Detroit Free Press. 
When the confederate army—or at least one of 
em—lay at Dalton, this beipg inthe winter of 
1864,there,were{many desertious from the rank and 
file. While it was at all times true of the confea- 
erate soldier that he did not feel the bonds of en- 
listment holding him as tightly as the union gol- 
Gier did, the number of absentees at this time was 
really epralling. It wasat a time when everybody 
felt blue. We were ragged, half fed, half armed 
and could see nothing hopeful in the spring cam- 
paign, 
During December and January little attention 
was given to the matter of absentees, as it was 
known that most of them intended to return after 
& brief visit to their families, but when February 
came the rein began to tighten. It was not long 
before a general order was issued to the effect that 
future deserters must expect the fall penalty pro- 
vided in army regulations. This was check suffi. 
cient on the great majority, but out and out de- 
sertions continued to occur. 
One night, when I was sergeant of a picket post 
well advanced towards the union lines, instruc- 
tions were received to keepasharp watch for de- 
serters. Not more than an hourlater we madea 
capture. A boy about 158 years old, a private ina 
Georgia regiment, had leit camp with the inten- 
tion of visiting his home, which was then inside 
the union lines.

What Women Oan Do, 

In last week’s paper I promised to tell my 
friends in the country something ofthe Wos 
man’s Exchange, and in this connection | 
thought it would not be amiss to also write of 
the Industrial school,merely to let them know 
what the women of Atlanta are trying to do 
for the poorchildren of thiscity. There are 
a large number of ladies who are interested 
in this work. They pay twehty five conts a 
month and have associate members who pay 
one dollar. Then the merchants have been 
very kind in giving them contributions of dry 
goods and groceries, and in that. way their 
expenses have been lightened. They rent a 
house and take a ceriain number of children. 
There is a lady in charge who stays there all 
the time, and then there is a committee of 
ladies who serve one month in visiting the 
School each day in the week. One lady takes 
Monday; so every Monday in the month it is 
her place to go there and see how the matron 
and children are getting on. The next lady 
takes Tuesday and so on for each day of the 
week. Thechildren assemble at 9 o’clock; 
they mustcome clean, no matter how poor 
their clothes may be; they are taught “clean- 
liness as next to godliness.’””. The school is 
opened with achapter read in the Bible, and 
then 81] repeat the Lord’s Prayer, alter which 
the work of the day begins. Different child- 
ren are detailed each day to atténd to the 
kitchen and prepare dinner, “his is to give 
them an opportunity of learning how to cook, 
and you would be surprised how soon these 
dittle girls learn how to make bread, cook 
meat and even pastry and cake. The other 
children are instructed in sewing. Theschool 
has several seewing machines and they have a 
long table, around which they all sit and sew 
and learn to cut out by patterns. Usually the 
lady in charge for the day brings some inter- 
esting and instructive book and reads aloud. 
‘There is one lady who will this winter devote 
one day to instructions in the kindergarten 
Bysteni and another willinstructin kitchen- 
garten. 

Many a child who would otherwise be run- 
ming the streets begging is brought into this 
school and will have cause in after years to 
bless these good ladies for making them use- 
ful members of society. Some of them may 
get homes in families and they are taught how 
to answer the door bell and bring in a card to 
Bhe lady ofthe house,and if not able to see the 
company, they can make her excuses in an 
@asy and pleasant manner. 

The object of the school 1s to train them for 
aby position in life, that our poor girls may be 
@ble to earn a living and get comfortable 

, homes. |

To make a pretty stocking bag, take any pretty 
material—dark chintz, bluesibesia or cretonne. 
Take a yaid of any materia! selected, two yards of 
satin ribon to match, aninch wide, a small piece 
of white flannel,some stiff pasteboard and aspodol 
of silk. Of the pasteboard cut four circular pieces, 
each one measuring sevyeninches across, Cover 
thesefour pieces smooth with your goods and 
overhand the edges of the two together with silk, 
the remaining twoto be done in the same way 
for the opposite side. Then cut a piece measuring 
sixty inches long and twelveinches wide fora 
puff. This is to be gathered each side to fitround 
the edge of the circular pieces, leaving aspace at 
the top of the circle,three inches, for the opening. 
The puff is now to be sewed all around the edges 
of each circular piece, except the place left for the 
opening, thus forming the bag. Make for the out- 
side of one of the circles a piece of the same size 
and shape and embroider or applique some little 
design upon it. Then cut from flannel several 
leayes the same shape, but smaller, buttonhole 
stitch or pink theedges and fasten them to the 
top ofthe circle on the bag,as the leaves in a 
needle book are fastened, then sew the embroid- 
ered cover outsideof thisetthetop. Where it is 
fastened, place a bowofribbon. This is for hold- 
ing the darning needles, On the circle, the oppo- 
site side, a piece of the goods is gathered top and 
bot.om to cover a little more than haff the circle 
fora pocket. In tbe casing at the top run an elas-~ 
tic, andin this pocket is kept the cotton or yara 
for darning. The satin ribbon is used to draw the 
puff togetherat the top and the interior is the 
receptacle for the stockings.—Cottage Hearth.

“Old 
Maje,”’ 2 surly-looking yellow cur, trotted 
slong ehcad of us with a look of profound im- 
rtance on his intelligent face, and his long 
il curled over his back. ‘‘Now, dat’s de dif- 
funce twix’ huntin’ fox gquir’ls 
cat sqguir’ls. Yo’ doan / need no 
dog bhuntin’ cat squir’ls, less’n hits er mighty 
little fiste, but cur dog’s de t’ing fur de ole fox 
equir’l.”” The sun bad not long rigen, and the 
yellow light flooded the long vistas between 
the stateiy columns of pine trees. The sweet 
um trees, that stood in the hollows, caught 
he scattering rays in shimmering glances on 
mottled and many colored 
leaves. The heavy topped dog-fennels were 
bowed with the weight of the dew upon them, 
and the dull looking wire grass was lighted up 
with royal splendor where the sun shone, 
changing thecrystal drops to gems of every 
hue.

ing frequent breaks that are very troublesome 
to an untrained dog. At last we saw by the 
look of attentive investigation about old Maje, 
and the wegging of his tail as he scented 
along # great log, that he had struck the trail 
of a equirrel.

The well trained dog does not “open on 
trail,”’s80, when weheard old Maje’s deep 
voice, down in the hoilow beyond the ridge, 
we know that he had treed, and we quickened 
our pace in the direction ot the baying.

A bali eaten ‘‘pine burr” lay at the root of 
the tree, and the fragments of a great many 
others were scattered ebout, showing that the 
old fellow hed been having a-regular banquet 
there in the peaceful solitude of his own 
nalive haunts.

berrel, along sighting, and then a shard 
creck, & pull of smoke, and Mr. Burr Cutter 
lay at our feet, with his beautiful silky gray 
fur, and his magnificent bushy tail, with ail 
the long hairserect.

Where 
a cyclone has passed through in time past, the 
great logslie piled in the wildest disorder, 
rotting, balf buried in the grass, or lying 
across each other, making an almost impassa- 
ble barrier to the further progress of the trav- 
eler.
